The Police De 
ment, it may be said, is the most important depart- 
Went of this city, It id called in this law and in the old 
law an éxecutive department. It is through the police 
that order is preserved and crime is prevented 
and p to a great extent, and that 
property is kept from injury. The police preserve 
order in tne city, which is one of the 
great objects of the city government. Now, if the 
Mayor and Cemmon Council are not to have the 
control of this Police Department, the right arm of the 
city goVerument is cut off. I, therefore, am of opinion 
and so decide that this injunction should be dissolved, 
aad that the demurrer should be sustained, 

AN APPEAL TAKEN. 

Mr. Fuller—We will stand by the bill eo that 
final judgment can be rendered now. I think 
under the statutes the Circuit Court may in cases 
of doubt continue the injunction. Your Honor 
has said you have no doubt, but possibly ins 
question of dispute the injunction shouid be 
coutloued.

Mr. Puller—Toé question is whe.ber your 
Honor will order, upon euteriog into a bond pray- 
ing au appeal, the injumetion may be continued ;

JUDGE CATON’S OPINION, 
HE HOLDS THE BOARD 16 NOT ABOLISHED. 


An eminent lawyer somewhat interested in the 
Police Board imbroglio recently requested an 
opinion on the subject from ex-Chief Justice 
Caton. He received in reply a most complete 
treatment of the subject, winding up with the 
decision that the Board could not be abolished 
bv the Council or Mayor. The fact that Judge 
Farwell yesterday decided that the Mayor and 


Council bad such power, adds to the interest of 


the opinion, and it is herewith presented to the

But Thurman 
gave up the night before the Convention, and 
did not bother with the business of the day. 
There are many close students of the politics of 
this State who believe that Thurman willingly 
abandoned that fight, believing that his 
defeat and submission, inside his own 
party, would eventually elevate him high- 
er Still. Did he not then  contem- 
plate with satisfaction the defeat of the 
party in the State this fall under the leadersbip 
of his bitier opponents, and the insignificance ia 
the National Democratic Convention of the man 
whose name is anti-Tuurman? 

When Mr. Pendleton reached Columbus tbat 
night, aud learned that Thurman bad quietiy 
submitted, there was a gleam of triumph in his 
eye, and he swelled with the pride of the mo- 
ment. Hus friends had decided, in the eveut of 
a prospective fight, to push him for permanent 
President of the Convention as against auy man 
that the Thurman party might advance—Judge 
Ranney, probably.

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JUR FARWELL’S DECISION. 
The decision of Judge Farwexu yesterday, 
dissolving the injunction in the case of the 
Police Commissioners and the Mayor and 
Common Council, was a straightforward act, 
upon which but few words were said. The 
Judge, assuming for the occasion that the 
charter of 1872 had been adopted by the 
people of Chicago, and was ‘therefore in 
force in the city, reached the conclusion that 
it was the intention of the Legislature to cut 
loose from all special legislation, and give to 
each city a Government in which the Mayor 
and Common Council, and not the Legisla- 
ture of Illinois, should have exclusive con- 
trol. He therefore considered that the gen- 
eral charter of 1872 of itself repealed all 
special acts of the Legislature inconsistent 
with the exclusive government of the city by 
the Mayor and Common Council. This is, 
substantially, the ground upon which Judge 
Farwe zu dissolved the. injunction. 
An appeal was taken to the Supreme Court. 
Judge Farwexu declining to continue the in- 
junction pending the appeal, application will 
be made to some Justice of the Supreme 
Court to grant an injunction for that pur- 
pose. This decision in no wise affects the 
other question, which is, was the charter of 
1872 adopted by the people at the so-called 
election in April last? 3 
While there is little doubt that the Courts 
will eventually declare that the charter of 
1872 was never adopted by the people of this 
city, we have the satisfaction—which will, 
we know, be general—-that if that charter has 
been adopted the Police Board has been 
abolished, and that a great political and pub- 
lic nuisance has been abated. One of the 
great advantages of the charter of 1875 was 
that it abolished the Police Board in direct 
terms. It is, we repeat, a matter for rejoio- 
ing that whichever charter shall become the 
law of the city the Police Board will pass out 
of existence. 
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RESUMING SPECIE PAYMENTS. 
Under the Funding act of Congress of July 
14, 1870, the Secretary of the Treasury was 
authorized to sell or exchange any of the 5 
per cent bonds or 4} per cent bonds in re- 
demption of 6 per cents. But he was pro- 
hibited from increasing the bonded debt.

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‘nappiest results, and its success aptly ilus- 
trates the new era in Southern society and 
politics. It does not appear that there was 
any very large numberof white ladies and 
gentlemen who rushed to the fair-grounds to 
mingle with the colored brethren and sisters, 
but several of the most prominent men of 
Memphis were present, and took an active 
part in the exercises. 

Addresses were delivered by Gen. Forrest 
and Gen. Pow, two of the fiercest of the 
Rebel Generals. Gen, Forrest received from 
the hands of a colored woman a bouquet, 
which she presented “as the representative 
of the colored ladies,” and which was ten- 
dered as ‘‘as an offering of peace.” Gen. 
Forrest accepted it in this spirit, andin re- 
sponse said: accept the flowers as a me- 
mento of reconciliation between the white 
and colored races of the Southern States. I 
accept it more particularly as it comes from a 
colored lady, for if there is any one on God's 
earth who loves the ladies, I believe it is my- 
self.” Had a Southern white man, a few 
years ago, and even since the close of the 
War, delivered such a sentiment in relation to 
colored women, be would have been the vic- 
tim of social ostraciam, which would have 
excluded him everywhere. It is a meaning- 
less piece of gallantry, it is true, but its pub- 
lic utterance has a world of significance un- 
der the circumstances. Gen. Forrest further 
proclaimed himself the friend of the colored 


race, expressed himself as ready to do every- 


thing in his power to strengthen the fra- 
ternal relations between blacks and whites, 
pointed out to his hearers the identity of in- 
terest between the two races living in the 
same community, and boldly proclaimed : 
„We have but one flag, one country; let us 
stand together.” He also hoped to see the 
colored men advanced in business, law, and 
all other pursuits to which they were fitted. 
Gen. Pititow’s address, which was much 
more elaborate, was of the same tenor; He 
advocated any measure calculated to promote 
the harmony and well-being of the two races 
Uving together in the same country; and 
uttered the following sentiment, which will 
revolutionize the affairs of the South when it 
shall have become the general sentiment of 


the people: 

The sevefal amendments to the Federal Constitution, 
since adopted, placed your freedom and your civil and 
political rights under the protection of that instru- 
ment and of the Federal Government, Your rights 
and those of the white race are thus put upon the same 
footing. You and I are equal before the law, All the 
powers of that Government are piedged for your en- 
| joyment of the liberty and the rights guaranteed by 
the Constitution, The white race, in the War of the 
Revolution, achieved their own independence and es- 
tablished this Government, That Government gave 
you your liberties. You were taken from your former 
owners by its strong arm, and at the cost of millions of 
its treasure and oceans of the blood of the white race, 
and you were made the equal before the law of the 
richest and greatest of the white race. No power on 
the earth couid re-enslave you, You have been told 
by bad men that the white race of the South are your 
enemies, and that they would re-enslave you. This is 
false, No man of truth and honor would tell you so,

Gen. Sarco, who will probably represent the 
Empire of Japan at the American Centennial 
Exhibition in FThiladelphla next year, is a ¢eleb- 
ritv too little known in this country. He is au 
Oriental liberator aud agitator,—the Daniel 


O’Connell and the Garibaidi of bis native land. 
At the beginning of the movement for the depo- 
sition of the Tycoon and the restoration of the 
Mikado, Salo entered heartily into the project. 
He assisted actively till the end, except while 
suffering banishment, in the war against the 
Tycoon, and, at its close, was properly rewarded 
for bis services. About the year 1857 he was 
suspected, and, being in danger of arrest and exe- 
cution, was obliged to go into exile. Three years 
afterward he returned, and took up his work 
where it had been ioterrupted. He was ins tru- 
mental in drawing up and publishing the Jap- 
anese Declaration of Independence, for partici- 
pation in which he was a second tinke banished 
in 1862. All the causes of this second exile are 
not exactly known, but it is supposed that it was 
in part owing to the enmity of the Prince of 
Satsuma, who was Saico’s hereditary chief. 
The patriot wes brougot bome in 1866, being 
then ip a pitiable condition. He had been con- 
fined in a small cage for three years, and was for 
a long time uwable to stand upright or to walk 
witbout assistance. He recovered in time to be- 
come a promivent leader in the revolution of 
1867 and 1868. The Tycoon retired in the former 
year, and from that time Sarco was a power in 
the land. He advanced rapidly in rank, and is 
now the Field-Marshal of the Empire, besides 
being Councilor of State in the Imperial Cabinet, 
which is considered the third piace in the Em- 
pire. Ibe appointment of such a man to repre- 
sent Japan at the one-hundredth anniversary of 
American independeace is peculiarly appro- 
priate. 

A town that will not have a saloon is Wester- 
ville, O., in which Otterbein University—God 
gave the mark!—is situated.

His house has been surrounded 
and picketed; and an attempt has been made to 
blow him up with gunpowder, though it is 
said he was himself responsible for that, 
and the only guilty person. 80 far as 
this particular case is concerned, the sympathies 
of most good men and women will be with the 
people of Weste:vilie. Conn appears only to 
have established bis saloon for the purpose of 
selling out in buik to the temperance folk. If 
he were an honest dram-seller, he would have a 
right to carry on hia business in Westerville, 
‘under the laws of the State, without molesta- 
tion; but he would still be arrayed against all 
‘the respectability of the commuvity in which he 
ves, and not be the best material for a martyr. 
The complication in Westerville 1s curious and 
interesting as a development of the laws passed 
by the late Democratic Legislature forbidding 
local restrictions on liquor-selling. 3

GREAT BRITAIN, 
EAI, DUFFENIN AND HIS CANADIAN SUBJECTS. 
Lonpon, July 8.—The Canada Club gave a 
dinner last evening to the Earl of Dufferin, 
Governor-General of the Canadian Dominion. 
The Earl, in response to a toast, said the prevail- 
ing passion of the Canadians ‘was a desire to 
maintain intact their connection with England. 
It was impossible to overstate the depth or uni- 
versality of this sentiment. He expatiated on the 
friendly relations between Canada and the United 
States, and said every thoaghbtful citizen of the 
United States was conyinced that the fate of 
Canada is upalterably fixed, and con- 
templates the progress of Canada with 
geverous enthusiasm. The Americans are wise 
enough to understand the benefits arising from 
the existence on the same continent of a politi- 
cal system offering many points of contrast in 
comparison and friendly emulation with their 
own. 
THE PRINCE OF WALES WILL VISIT INDIA, 

Disraeli made a statement in regard to the 
contemplated visit of the Prince of Wales to 
Iudia. He said the simplicity suitable for a visit 
through the Colonies would not be in place for a 
journey through Iudia, though the Viceroy had 
intimated that the custow of making ceremonial 
presents need not be observed, yet the Prince 
must be placed in a position to exer- 
cise «= generosity and display splendor. 
It would, however, be undignified 
to enter into discussion upon this point. His 
Royal Highness will start for India on the 17th 
of October, and his visit will last six moutha.

THE POPE, 
ADDRESS BY HIS HOLINESS. 

Rome, June 21.—This being the anviversary of 
the Coronation of Pius IX., His Holiness re- 
ceived several Roman nobiles, and, replying to 
their address, he said he congratulated bimself 
upon having remained in the midst of his Rom- 
ans when the events of 1870 might have been 
thought to counsel a different course, 
The sentiments of fidelity entertained 
towards him by the Romans had never been fal- 
sified.

A JOLIET HORROR.

Joutrer, III., July 8.—The following will ap- 
pear in the Joliet Republican to-morrow: Dur- 
ing the present week busy rumor has been at 
work in Joliet and in the vicinity of Babylon 
School-House, 3 miles southeast of the city, in 
circulating a report to the effect that an ola and 
honored citizen of this county had come to his 
death in other than the natural way of taking 
off,—in fact, that he had been the victim of foul 
play. Robert Simpson, s native of Euglend. 
aged about 67 vears, who came into Will County 
probably about seventeen years ago, and located 
northeast of Lockport, near the town of Had- 
ley, and about teu years ago on the farm where 
he breathed his las about 3 miles from 
Joliet, a little east of south, died at 
his residence on Sunday. June 20 last. 
During his residence in the county, with 
what he brought from England, the deceased 
bad acquired quite a competency in this world’s 
goods, owning in one y 192 acres of the best 
farming land in Will County, under first-class 
improvement, with implements and stock euffi- 
cient to work his place handsomely, and quite 6 
little sum of money on loan at interest, amount- 
ing iu all to an estimated value of nearly $20,000. 
His family consisted of four sons, all youug men 
of promise, three of whom reside in Joliet, aad 
one an employe of the Chicago & Rock Island 
Railroad, who resides in Onicago, all of whom 
were born in England, and, what is represented 
by his eldest son, Butler Simpson—a man whose 
bonesty cannot be donbted, and whose character 
is without a blemish—a daughter, and the old- 
est child of the deceased, who has borne the 
relations of a wife to this undataral parent, 
by whom she bas borne a child, now h- 
ing at the homestead, the youngest of the 
family, and another reputed son whom Butler 
Simpsoo pronounces a bastard, of English birth, 
by bis sister-motber. This young man, Johnson 
Simpson, is pow married, aud hwing near or on 
the homestead. 

In meaudering around, a reporter accidently 
encountered ap aged gentleman who had known 
the deceased since bis first setilementin the 
vbeighborbood, and was ou exceedingly intimate 
terme with bim up to the time of his death. He 
was interviewed as follows: 

Aged Citrzen—Robert Simpson was u rugged 
man, I judge of about 67 years of age, along say 
about two weeks— 

Reporter—Before the 19th of June ? 

A. C.— es, it was during the weak before Sat- 
urday, the Ich, that I learned from a son of the 
deceased that he was not well, and be inquired 
alter bis father's health, I did not suppose 
there was anything serious about it, 
and og Saturday I heard that the ‘Doctor 
r of Joliet) had prescribed for him, and 

aid not learn anvthing further until Monday 
morning, when aeon of Charles Darwin came 
over to my bouse and notified me that Simpson 
was dead, and the funeral would occur on Tues- 
day, at 10 o’clock ; myself and family attended 
the funeral; when I got over there, I did not 
like the looks of things, Charles Darwiv—a ten- 
ant of the deceased, whose lease expires next 
‘Spring, aud who ia also a widower; his wife is 
buried at Oakwood cemetery in Joliet—seemed 
to have entire control of the funeral arrange- 
ments, and considering the fact that the deceased 
had 60 many sons, all grown, and snewing as I 
well did, tbat the aeceased bad no very friendly 
feelings for Darwin when alive, I thought this 
looked a little strange. At 10 o'clock promptly, 
the corpse was removed to the cemetery,—aad 
here 1 thought was another strange 
12 they did not purchase a lot 
in Oakwood, instead of taking re- 
mains to an o burying ground 
about 4 miies from here, on what is know nas 
Providence Ridge. I thought it also stravge 
that they would move before his children all 
arrived. I again thought it strange that they 
did not allow bis family and friends to view the 
corpse before its final interment.

DEBASING ELEMENTS OF ELECTIONS, 
Tue first and vital point that calls for aur con- 


“sideration is to decide whether there is anything 
essentially and permanently debasing in our 


elections to political office: If there be, it would 
Wulle to go avy further into our 
It would be better to foid the hands 
and despair. But I de not mean to despair, 
above all, in this year winch closes the firat cen- 
tury of out independence, and I trust that these 
younger men, who have lived in the sunlight of 
our frecdom, with the consciousness that every 
good thing was within their reach, will not grow 
and unbelieving m regard to the coun- 

try e future. The question is Whether, with uni- 
yersal suffrage, anda mode ot creatimg.candi- 
dates which disgusts the refined and intelligent. 
men of honorebie characters, will, as u ruie, 
brought forward to fll political sta- 

; and whether the hunger for office 

and for ite advantages will not of neces. 
sity set at werk secret. machinery, give 
rise to bargains. and mutual insurances into 
whieh honorabie men cannot enter. As for uni- 
versal saffrage, I do not believe in it, either in 
its being the right of the citizen, or in its ex- 
pediency ; but it is on us and will stick to us as 
the garment besmeared with the blood of Nes- 
sus stuck to Hercules. We. have to go through 
our political existence in the hope that the evil 
may be neutralized, that it may even be turned 
into a blessing. But the evil, as fer as our sub- 
ject of honor is concerned, lies in this—that the 
great mass of the uneducated voters cannot dis- 
criminate between the plausible man who will not 
bo scrupnious in hie use of means, and the man 
who, is above petty artifices and promises that 
candot be falfilled ; that their very ciroum- 
stanees make them almost incapable of discov- 
ering the character of men whofive in another 
sphere; that they easily get a prejudice agaihet 
a stiff, honest man, who ou principle will not go 
a foot out of bis way to seek favor; and that 
they aro in the bande of those smaller dema- 
gogues ot the ward and the pot-house 
who have ‘their parts to act in the 
machinery of nomimations: The evil acts 
at both ends of the line, by giving power to 
those who are really in the power of others 
worse than themselves, of those to whom poli- 
tics is a trade and a vtudy, the emissanes. aud 
nomenclators of the candidate, and by making 
those qualifications for gainiug office necessary 
which an. honest man would pray God to deliver 
dim from, it he had them. The evil acts also on 
all young men who feel within them a conscious- 
ness. of knowing how the country can best be 
served, and want to serve it. They come from 
familiarity with high models of character, from 
the feet of teachers who abhor everything base, 
in their simplicity and with a certain faith in hu- 
man nature which itis dreadful to part with. 
But it takes no long time to find out how men 
must manage in onder to get into office, or at 
least what is looked for from them; what bar- 
gains they are expected to make what means 
they are expected’ to use, or, What is as bad, al- 
low to be used fer them. In this way ons of 
Either they will give 
way on tie plea that before conscience cvoery- 
body does the same who reaches office, or they 
Will. be disgusted at the outset, will retire 
from. the theatre of politics and live 
within themselves for the future. What 
a temptation is thus ted to the 
candidate. for a place in 
the Legislature.

In his better moments 
all this is inexpressibly disgusting, but he is in 
for it. “ Returning is as hard as oer.”

REFORM OF THE CAUCUS SYSTEM, 

Another benevolent eu jon which wears a 
very promising. look 1s, that the caucus system 
must be reformed. Good men: must go there 
aud take their part, in opposition, of course, 
making solemn resolves that they will insist on 
having only the best men nomimated. I bave 
heard this said for many years, but have found 
that those who = the advice thought that 
they had done r part, aud then left the 
heroic role of following it to others. It would 
no doubt be worth trying; Whether it would be 
sueceasful would be another question, For are 
these meu assembled in their caucuses te find 
out the ablest, 2 noblest representatives 
of their party? Would they listen: to moral 
considerations, droned out by a man who, as 
they say, does not understand the ple, who 
does not know what compromises will need to be 
made, aud what stratagem used to defeat the 
opposing party? If the baunters of caucuses 
are right in their processes, the better men of 
the party are out of place. And if these latter 
should carry their nominationa, the ethers would 
find a way of defeating them. It is unposible. 
in the leng run, for the independents citizen and 
for those who have ends of their own to carry, 
or are ander the control of other men, to. act 

ether, 

~ublic conventions for the nomination of party 
candidates are less. objectionable than those 
more secret meetings where the political regula- 
tion of smaller districts is carried on. And yet 
it is impossible not to perceive that everything is 
pre-arranged for these conventions, that the 
rivate interests of a leader or the measures of a 
action control all the movements, and that the 
aibnouncement of principles or platform, as it 
is called. is generally the merest farce. The 
cancus system, when once it has a firm foothold, 
creeps through the whole field of politics. © It 
controls the ward and the township, the State 
and the ceuntry. Its policy must ever be to de- 
nounce and punish all independence of party 
manifested by its representives, and to 
govern party itself through a few men. 
Uriginating in disregard. of all proper rules 
for selecting candidates, it. opposes, such rules 
wherever they are applied. By making oifice the 
reward of fidelity to party or of capacity to serve 
party, or a gift proceeding from a party leader, 
it produces. a terrible subservience. to an oli- 
garchy, or to asingie man, Between the ex- 
tremes of bureaucracy and the appointing sys- 
tem as it is managed in this country, there is 
little to choose on the score of promoting an in- 
dependent feehng among the people: but the 
otiicers of the despot will — have the bet- 
ter qualifications and will be made more faithful 
in the discharge of their duties. If, then, the 
caucus system is infested with evils that admit 
of no remedy, if it accomplishes ite réal end of 
governing a party, but not that of governing by 
a party, with entire success, but at the, same 
time degrades politics and corrupts. a_ people, 
how can the fonl and muddy stream work itself 
clear? There is need of some extraneous help 
to restore it to a state of purity. You cannot 
look for the restoration of diseased parties to 
the parties themselves. even as you cannot look 
to a corrupt community for ite own moral re- 

covery. 

Nor can @ permanent cure be found in the 
formation of a new party, although there may be 
temporary good enough im such a meacure to in- 
duce patriotic men to make the attempt. Some 
good may be done in this way forthe moment; 
such lucid interval or day of sobriety interven- 
ing between fits of national shame may inspire 
temporary hope. But success soon enlists those 
who have nothing to lose, in the present arrauge- 
ment of parties, and they come with hungry 
maws and empty hands. It is ere long discoy- 
ered, to the extreme chagrin of those who sought 
for reformation and political honesty, that their 
prosperity is their ruin. The weigut that had 
made the vessel careen to the Jarboard side is 
now shifted to the starboard. The evil spirits 
have not fled, but only moved their quarters as, 
sometimes, when the shanties of a bad neighbor- 
hood are pulled down, you will see anon others 
like them arising on the opposite side of the 
city. It must then be not organized, but per- 
sonal action which shall act on the side of truth 
and honor, to purify poltics and keep down 
the influence of bad men. This must be a 
constant force coming, not from a combination, 
but from the men of probity, Who, while they 
approve of the measures of a party, are not will- 
ing to intrust the Government to men in whom 
they cannot confide, whom they despise, who 
make politics a trade, who are sure, first or last, 
to prove broken reeds on which, if men lean, 
they will go into their hand and pierce them. 

The question may here be asked whether this 
conscientious exercise of the power to reject the 
candidate of a party on account of his character 
will not often interfere with really important 
movements of a party forthe public and 
prove extremely narrow in its operation. It is 
almost always said, when men complain of the 
nomination of one who is available, but not up- 
2 that the present b a very critical time. 
Vote now for the caucus nominee, and keep 
your virtuous indignation until measures of im- 
mediate importance are settled. Then do what 
you think nght, but seruples of conscience are 
notin place now.“ It is obvious that this plan 
may be urged at every election, for there is al- 
ways something of importance to be accom- 
plished by a party iu the judgment of its mem- 
bers: I admit, too, that there are opinionated, 
impracticable men, who would be always trying 
th — or whose idea of goodness consists 
in g all sorts of moral crochets. There 
is no lack, however, even now, of this kind of in- 
dependence, and it would not be increased by a 
reform in politics, 

VOTING FOR THE Deer Men.

MINORITY BEPRESENTATION. 

But it may be said, also, that minority repre- 
sentation is the hope of the future. I profess 
most readily my sense of ita But 
the questions touching this.reform are not be- 
fore us now. We. are. concerned only with one 
aspect of such representation,—-whether it will 
do its toward introducing. higher class of 
men into the work of law-making, and will thus 
tend to raise the tone of political life. Here we 
enter, into au. estimate. of results without the 
help of experience. We must assume that after 
such a change, the great parties, or public opin- 
ion, massing itself together for or against lead- 
ing questions af palicy, will continns as now; 
that the government of the country will be, as it 
has been hitherto, in all free States, a government 
by a party. I cannot help believing that a Legis- 
lature consisting of half a dozen minorities might 
offer a spectacle of compromises and log-rolli 
more dishonorable than any Which the presen 
relation of parties could exhibit. But let mipor- 
ities sake their just place, and they cannot fa 
to de good, for they bring in men whose reputa- 
tion bas made them known beyond their district, 
who have decided independent convictions on 
certain great social or moral questions, who are 
aided in advocating unpopular measures by the 
scattered voices that seem like a great power 
cheering them on, who cannot, unless they are 
men of one idea,—of. which, I own there is dan- 
ger,—be put down ridicale, who will make 
their ideas pass at their true value. Already 
have we seen the weight which a few independ- 
ent men within a party can acquire by their un- 
questioned integrity and courage. 

There is but one more point to which T have 
to advert. It is the part which the leading jour- 
nals may be hoped to play in raising the d 
of political honor, ere we perceive, at once, 
that while the principal newspapers have a power 
beyond that of many,very many, voters they are 
themselves dependent the tone of feeli 
in their subscribera, I do not say that this will 
change their policy, but I say that at a given 
time all sorts of tones and tastes make a demand 
for all sorts of newspapers. In this way there 
is a struggle for life between the journals them- 
selves. Sut it would be unjust not to add that 
the better class of papers react also on their times 
to purify their politics, to bring municipal crimes 
to light, te ferret out the secret corruption of 
legislators and public officers, to take the inde- 
pendent ground of leading rather than of follow- 
ing the party and public opinion, to 
give their readers large views. outside 
of the, party horizon, of the great in- 
terests on the success of which the country’s 
hopes depend. If with all this they coula shun 
the little jealousies of competition, and take up 
no unfounded reproach against their fellowmen, 
and, in the hurry of immediate publication, 
state nothing unfairly and say nothing which a 
just man would be glad on the morrow that 
he had not said, then would their present great 
influence on pave thought be ly augment- 
ed, The highest compliment that one can now 
pay to the more independent journals is that 
politicians of doubtfai character fear and hate 
them. May the antipathy be increased many 


fold! 
WHAT THE. COUNTRY NEEDS. 

I have new, gentiomen, tried to show, as beat 
I conid,, what is a true cure for a decline in the 
sentunents.of honor which are needed as a prop 
of social and political life. I have assumed, 
rather than sought to show, that there has been 
such a decline; and if, in truth, there has been 
none, if I have compared our standards 
and the aims. of our political men with 
an ideal ‘standard of the past rather than 
with the reality of the past, so much the 
more need for a reformation, and that speedily. 
For of all causes threatening change in a coun 
try those are most to be dreaded which are de- 
rived from a general distrust of. politicians and 
of parties; from the tendeney of corruptionwhich 
office brings with it; from the fatal facility with 
which evil examples pass over from one political 
pole to the other; from the cowardly or despair- 
ing abandonment of political life by honest men; 
as i it were manly, or honest, or upright, or 
could be exensed before man or God to get 
rich and give thanks. for security and frsedom 
without strong indignation against the evil that 
we see around us. Can these men who are 
buried in their affairs and feel no responsibilities 
beyond thoee of business and family, who are 
contented if the public evils touch not their iu- 
tereste—can they lay up treasures of security 
for their children, or are they not, by their list- 
lessness, hastening on the corraptions of the 
country ? 

Two. things more I wish to say, gentlemen, 
before I close. I wish first to repeat the thought 
that the cure of political evils: must come, not 
from apy measures or influences affecting large 
masses at once, but from sentiments that grow 
up in individual minds. Honor, independence, 
courage, sensibility of conscience, admiration of 
what is noble in character—these are 
feelings that bel to the man and make him 
a centre of power. t our political training is 
allof another kind. We move in masses, we 
obey orders; whom{te vote for, we exercise our 
passive natures as though 


what is the freest State worth if it only 

for our personal liberties of various ki 

by ite institutions it neglects or belitties 
character? We condemn the feudal times, and 


an impulse from within, even if man has 
work o all his life, is a noble thing, than to 
be one of a million who follow the mmpulses of 
another? We boast of the intellectual power 
sud triumphs over nature of our own age, but it 
is not in danger of n little ? 

To this I have only to that I should do 
wrong to my own convictions without declarin 
my belief that honor and all the sentmments 
leading to manliness and justice cannot stand

WATCH YOUR TREES. 

THE “WESTERN BURAL” SOUNDS THE ALARM. 

The Western Rural for the current week has 
the following paragraph calling attention toa new 
pest now attacking a certain class of trees: 

Many of the soft maple trees of are badly 
infestea with an insect „ Berious results have not 
yet been noticed, but it is evident that if the number 
of the pests much increases they will work serious 


harm to the trees of thw variety, so common in the 
streeta of our cities and towns. The under side of

Examination will show 
this white substance to be a cottony excrescence from 
what seems only a dry scale at the side, but which is 
really the female insect which has deposited a large 
number of eggs in the innocent-looking white mass, 
If undisturbed these eggs will develop into perfect in- 
sects and each draw its sustenance from the'tree, 

The editors of the Rural sent specimens of 
the insects to Prof, Thomas, State Entomologist, 
and reosiyed the following reply concerning 
them : 

sent arrived in good order, and have 
been exathined with much interest, as they are the 
first of this species (if indeed it is distinct) I have 
seen, They belong to Lecanium acericola, a species 
first described by editors of the American Enio- 
moins. Nowisthe time to make war upon them. 
Let the limbs on which they are found be carefully 
rubbed with a brush or sponge, 80 as to dislodge every 
seale that can be perceived, The mother scale is now 
dead, or, being wholly deprived of legs, cannot crawl 
back, and the young inelosed in the cottony execres- 
conce are too weak to escape from where they fall; in 
fact, in the specimens sent, those examined with «a 
microscope showed them yet in the egg-state.

RAILROAD NEWS. 


PASSENGER RATES TO NEW YORK. 

The recent attempt to discriminate against 
Chicago and in favor of St. Louis has sigually 
failea, and instead of the Baltimore & Ohio and 
Pennsylvania Roads springing a trap on the 
other lines leading from this city to the East, 
these lines have sprung a trap on them, and they 
are now in a dilemma from which they cannot 
easily extricate themselves. The anxiety of 
these two lines since their shaking handa across 
the bloody chasm to raise the passenger rates 
from thie city to Eastern points to ante-war 
figures, while they refused to show their hands 
regarding their rates from St. Louis and other 
Western points which are reached by their roads 
ana not by the other Eastern lines coming into 
Chicago, at once created a suspicion that they 
had entered into an agreement to discriminate 
as much as possible in favor of such points as 
were exclusively reached by their lines. 

Tue Inis was not siow in showing up this 
plan, and the mapagers of the lines leading 
from this city to New York, and especiaily the 
Michigan Central, acting uvon the advice then 
received, made a bold front and refused to raise 
until they could see their way clear. Numberiess 
meetings have been held during the last two 
weeks, with a view of bringing about a settle- 
ment, but to no avail, and the Baltimore 
& Obio aud Pennsylvania Railroads ming 
impatient, raised the rates on their own respon- 
sibility, making them, bowever, very low, be- 
lioviug the other lines would bewompelied to 
follow suit. As the present figures—315 to New 
York—are very low and do not pay, the other 
lines would have undoubtedly accepted the 
new rates of $18 to New York, had not the 
Baltimore & Obio made the mistake of announe- 
ing new rates from St. Louis, by which es 
of the new alliance was fully revealed.. ile 
heretofore the fares from St. Louis to New York 
bad always been $5 to $7 higher than those 
from Chicago, it appeared that these lines had 
decided to make the difference but $2. 

The Michigan Central, which is virtually a 
Chicago enterprise, and has no Southwestern 
lines to St. Louis, like the Baltimore & Ohio and 
Pennsylvania Railroads, nor a connection with 
any line leading there, like the Michigan South- 
ero, would bave been entirely ont off from all 
Southwestern traffic bad this arrangement 
been submitted to.
